The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
amended claims 1 1 , 20, 21 , the applicants have presented persuasive arguments, see 
pages 6-10 of the response filed on 5/18/2009, that the cited reference of Anthony (027) 
fails to disclose or suggest a filter for reducing non-uniformities in a plasma etching/a 
device for plasma etching of a wafer comprises: a limitation of a first region comprising 
a material having a first non-zero transmittance with respect to infrared wavelength(s) 
suitable for use in the plasma etching process, with the first non-zero transmittance 
being sufficiently large so that the infrared radiation transmitted is sufficient to etch 
plasma, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1 1/ a limitation of a first 
region comprising a material having a first non-zero transmittance with respect to the 
emitted infrared wavelength(s), with the first non-zero transmittance being sufficiently 
large so that the infrared radiation transmitted is sufficient to etch plasma A in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 21/ a limitation of wherein the 
transmission regions of the plurality of transmission regions have a transmittance 
sufficiently large to sufficiently transmit infrared radiation to etch plasmajn combination 
with the rest of the limitations of claim 20
